Press Opinions on the Sitnatiou— 
African Affairs— Spaniah Anar- 
chist Bomb-Throwers. 



(Copyright 1893, by the United Proas.) 
1'auib, Nov. 29. — The continuance of tho 
Cabinet crisis ia bolioved to be tho result of 
Proaideut Carnot'a personal cfTort. Tho 
suspicion grows hourly that ho is trying to 
prevent the creating of a strong modern 
Republioan ministry, in order that iie may 
poau as (in indispensable exeoative''Bnd thus 
aeeuro a second term of the presidency, 
iiitlier ono of hia possible compotitora at 
next year's election, Casimir Perier, Presi- 
dent of the Chamber, or Senator Conntans, 
could have formed a ministry this week had 
Carnot permitted. Casimir Perier was 
especially sure of ready support fronj a per-, 
manont working niiijority. Ilia rival, while 
not having usually good support, is recog- 
nized still as tho "strong man Constana," 
and his etatesmanlike ability as Premier 
would have assured to the President a cap- 
able Cabinet. Dupuy, the late Premier, 
was also able to secure a ministry. 

In failing back to-night npon M, Spuller, 
the president obviously intends to convey 
to tbej: present Moderate leaders the idea 
that none of them ia indispensable. Spuller 
has lopK been oat of the oompetition for the 
foremost ministerial place. Preaident Car- 
iibt resuscitates him politically, doubtless 
as a man of good character, who never has 
departed from the traditions of hia teacher, 
GanibeUa. It will bo impoaaihlo, however, 
to group round such a man a cabinet with 
much promiao of long life. Both cx-Minia- 
ter Raynal and ox iviiniater Burdeau, who 
aro helping Spuller to get together a cabinet, 
aro better men for tho cabinet than he. 
Tho newBwspapera, almost without party 
distinction, express regrot that it is ao un- 
satisfactory. 

In La Justice, M. Ciomenceau, hitherto 
tho loader of the Kadioala, gives this opin- 
: " The country views with astounded 
eyes tho situation. Franco waits upon 
divine chance to give her a goverument. 
Nobody knows who will bo master to-mor- 
row. Some audaoioua spirits declare for M. 
Carnot, othora for Casimir Verier,' others, 
mofily fools, Jor tho Republic." 

L 5 Figaro says : " It is a pitiable assort- 
ment of photographs which have been called 
upon to govern ua — Casimir Purisr, Melinc, 
Challemel, Laoour, Bardoux, and Merle^, 
etc. Wo havo requests, reaponsca, objec- 
tions, refusals, denials, and all to ono end, 
that nobody will enter tho couucila of the 
Elyae-.-. French statesmen disdain combin- 
ations which are shifting every moment." 

Leaders in tho other newspapers might 
be quoted indefinitely to illustrate the 
same tendency of opinion on all sides. The 
Opposition gronpi look on without know- 
ing exactly how to act. The Progressist 
Left, passed the order ,of the day, the 
empty character of whioli shows sufficient- 
ly their laok of a practical policy equal to 
the present emergency. The Progressist 
Ijeft say : "We repel all compromise and 
are resolved to pursue our political and 
social reforms in the name of Democracy. 
We will support only that Government 
which will inspire these reforms." 

M, Haussman, Under Secretary of the 
Colonies, accompanied by Commandant 
Montiel, will start to-morrow for Berlin, 
Ho will present a note expressing tho sur- 
prise ot his Government upon learning 
that iMigland unu Germany had, without 
consulting Franco, concluded a convention 
concerning their spheres of influence in 
Northwestern Africa, 

Regarding the anarchists who tlirew the 
bombs in tho Lyceum Opera house, Sonur 
Roca, civil governor of the Province Barce- 
lona, said : " Our reports show that the 
prisoner, Rinaldi, whose real name ia Mosao, 
is seriously compromised. Fifteen persona 
were concerned in tho plot to blow up tho 
Lyceum, threo Italians and one Frcnchnum 
and eight Germans. As all I'.avc not lieen 
arrested, 1 cannot diaoloso their names. Wo 
havo arrested and still keep imprisoned U;! 
men, who aro incriminated, although only 
indirectly. In our searches of tho rooms of 
the anarchists we found complete directions 
for^the manufacture of bombs." 



SERIOUS RAILWAY ACCIDEiNT. 

iN'nnibers of Lives hnst I!y an Appalllni; 
Casualty In Italy. 

Rome, Nov, '20. — By a railway accident 
in Italy the deaths will exceed thirty. Moat 
of the killed were immigrants, on thoir 
way to tho stoamor that woa to con- 
vey thoni acroaa the ocean. It 
will be inipiiaaiblo to identify many 
of tho duad, tlieir bodiea having been 
burned to a cri.s[). Half tho train was 
burned, but tho postal wagon w.is aaved, 
Aa 80011 as possible all tho injured wcru 
removed tu a hospital at Mihui. Up to a 
late hour this oveninsr it has been impoa- 
aihlo to get tho full liat of dead and in- 
jured ; but from tho meagro details ro- 
ci--ivi;d here, tho accident ia known to have 
l), i ii a very b id one. 

1'he collision occurred on tho railway be- 
tween Milan and Vonico lust night, bo- 
fween an express and a freight train. 
It is said tho gas reservoir of one of tlio 
coaches exploded and set fire to the coaches 
and a number of people were burned to 
death.

THE 0. S. TARIFF. 

How It Is liesiirdod by JfannfacturorB of 
ShelUeld— (lernian JIanufacturers 
Will Pile In (Jouds. 

London, Nov. 20.—Jhe published provi- 
sions of the new U.S. Tarjfif Bill caused 
special surprise in the sutlery, steel and 
electroplate industries in ShofBeld. A repre- 
sentative of tho United Press to-day inter- 
viewed the principal Sheffield manufacturers 
tradhig with the United States to osoertain 
their opinions of the Wilson bill. Some said 
that the reduotlous made were not as large 
as they expected. Others said they were 
satlsfled .with the bill, and expressed tho 
hope that it would load to a revival of 
orders from the United States. Thoao 
manufacturers who expected larger re- 
ductions baaed tlielr hopes upon 
reports which their agents in America sent 
early in tbo year. They now express tho 
belief that tbo tariff bill was modiQod in 
consequonco of tho results of tho recent 
elections. Manufacturers generally wanted 
to know exactly what kind of cutlery will 
be allowed to como under the ',i5 per cent, 
tariff, because if this rate covers medium 
goods they see good prospects of their Am- 
erican trade raviving. At tho aamo time, 
they think that the low tariff will allow 
German manufacturers to flood tlic United 
States with cho^p products to tho serious 
detriment of good American manufactures. 
German makers, they aay, expecting tariff 
reform, have been piling up enormoua 
stooka ready to pour into tho United Stales.

Interesting Advicen From Australia 
Beg'ardiiii? tlio Pacific Cable 
Project. 



Cost of the Work-in Fonr Years it 
WiU Afford an Annnai 
Surplus. 



(From otir own OorresnondeDt.) 
Ottawa, Nor. 29;— By the Australian 
mail received to-day the Department of 
Trade and Commerce received advices of 
the progress mado in Australia by Hon. 
Mr. Bowell and Mr, Sanford Fleming in 
the matter of intercolonial co-operation in 
the proposed Fadifio' cable'. ' Mr. Fleming 
enters into detailed calculations of tho cost 
of tho cable, tho proposed routes (specifying 
four in number), and the ntanner in which 
Colonial aasistanco can bo given to tho pro- 
ject, and the revenuo likely to bo derived. 
The cost of tho oablo is, in round figurea, 
£1,7-15,000. Within four years after com- 
pletion, ho thloka, the interest on tho cap- 
ital will be met, and thenceforward there 
will bo annual surpluaea. 



THE COLONNAS. 



How the Prince Treated His Wife 
When She Befased to Pay 
His Debts. 



ExpeUed From a Club— Mrs. Million- 
aire Macltay's Steps to Pro- 
cure a Divorce. 



Paris, Nov. 20. — More than a year ago 
bitter quarrels occurred between Prince 
Colonna and his wife, the step-daughter of 
Millionaire Maokay. When the Prince ob- 
jected to what he termed his wife's over- 
fondness for society, six or seven weeks ago, 
the Princess left her husband and went to 
stay with her mother at tho Hotel Brighton, 
Her departure left the Prince without 
funds, and he speedily began to realize on 
tho establishment, He sold ten horses and 
the carriages. On November 21 theTrince 
sold all the furniture in his house, 40 
I'Avenuo du Bois do Boulogne, and trons- 
ferred tho lease to Theodore Marliing, a rich 
American from Baltimore. Tho diapatch 
adds that wlien the sales were completed 
Prince Colonna went to the Hotel Camp- 
bell, where he remained two days, then lio 
loft for Naples. 

Mrs. Mackay and tho Princess Colonna 
left instructions at the ofiice of their hotel 
that they were out to everybody who called, 
and when tho reprosontative of the United 
Press called at the Hotel Brighton the Prin- 
ceaa received him, but excused herself from 
saying anything ou tho subject of tho separ- 
ation. The Princess' friends believe that 
she would forgive tho Princo if he took the 
first steps towards a reconciliation. It ia 
common gossip among the Americans on the 
Continent that Prince Colonna is a "thor- 
oughly bad egg." Uncertain stories aro 
current regarding bis expulsion from a club 
in Rome three years ago. Ever since hia 
marriage ho has equandered Mr. Mackay's 
money without counting it. Besides his 
gambling, hia "goings on " in general have 
been the aubjootof comment for a longtime, 

Tho Princess limps, but ao slightly that 
it is scarcely noticeable. She ia pretty, in- 
telligent and afiTectionate. People who know 
her intimately credit her with every virtue. 
It is said that the Prince taunted her 
about limping. Everybody sympathizes 
v/ith her. Her relatives are thought to bo 
responaiblu for tho application for an act of 
aeparation, Besitloa the largo suina that 
the Princo constantly demanded, largo bills 
addreaaed to tho Princeas wore received 
When Colonna was driven to bay, he several 
limes responded to hia wife's mctk com- 
plaints, tears, and asked for latge sums of 
money to pay hia gambling debts, with pro- 
mises of nmondment. With tho money in 
hia posseaaiou, lie treated hia promises 
like tho proverbial piecrust, Tho final aoeno 
is said to havo been a violent one, in which 
Mrs, .Mackay, unspairing of lier words, told 
tho Princo just what she thouglit of him 
and hia conduct, Tho Prince could make 
no defence, so he contented himself with 
comparing his princely origin with the ori- 
gin of Mrs. Mackay. '

STEVENS REPLIES. 



The Ex U.S. Miuisfer to Hawaii De- 
scribes Blount's Report as As- 
touudiufi: Untruths. 



Ho Charges That the Conmiiasioner 
Deliberately Played Into the 
Hands of the Royalists. 



AuonsTA, Me., Nov. 29.— Ei-Minister 
Stevens has made public an answer to Com- 
missioner Blount In regard to Hawaiian 

affairs. He aays "A deep sense of obligation 
to niy country and the American 
colony, planted as righteously and firmly 
on the North Faclfio isles as the Pilgrim 
Fathers estalblished themselves on Plymouth 
Rock demand that I shall make answer to 
tho astounding representations and untruths 
of Commissioner IBIount's report on Ha- 
waiian aflaira, a copy of which I first ob- 
tained with difEoulty on Saturday evening, 
Nov. 25." 

Those acc|uaineed with international rules 
and proceedings must, he says, bo aston- 
iahed that Secretaiy Gresham and his com- 
missioner should make before the world 
such & persistent effort to discredit; 
tho recent actions of tho department 
they now represent, and which was 
once repreaenled by (Thamas Jefferson, 
William Murcoy, William H. Seward and 
J. G, Blaine, The general adoption of euoh 
a policy by our department of foreign 
affairs could not fail to weaken greatly 
our influeuce with foreign countries in any 
future efforts, and serve to make the 
diplomatic service contemptible in the eyes 
of the world. Not only is the course of 
Gresham and Blount extremely unAmerioan 
in its form and spirit, but is also in 
direct opposition to a civilizing and 
christianizing influence on the Ha- 
waiian Islands, while it is playing 
into British bands, in direct opposition to 
the efforts of the American Board of Mis- 
sions and to the American Government for 
more than sixty years, in all of wbioh 
period there has been a uniform, oon- 
tinuous and patriotic American policy. I 
also make a preliminary remark regarding 
tho repeatedly asserted opinion of those 
who have aaaailed my official action, that 
I was prepared for, and stimulated to it by 
the accompliahed and American statesman 
who occupied the Department of State most 
of tho period of President Harrison's admin- 
istration. It is sufficient to say that this 
expressed anrmise is utterly without foaada- 
tion. 

Mr. Bayard's instructions of 1887 held 
tho United States Minister and naval com- 
mander reaponaiblo for tho protection of 
American life and property and the 
" preaervation of public order." So much is 
a necessary introduction to my consideration 
of Mr. Blount's report, but not to be aevere on 
a neophyte in diplomacy with little know- 
ledge of the world's alTairs outaide of hia 
own country, sent on a very peculiar er- 
rand amid currents and quicksands en- 
tirely unknown to him, ho has I may say 
been partly the victim of circumstances, 
having been caught in the meshes and 
snares adroitly prepared for him by cunning 
advisers of the fallen Queen, and by the 
shrewd, sharp, long experienced British 
diplomatic agent, whose aims and hopes 
Mr. Blount has secured so well and 
without the least suspicion that he 
was aiding ultra - British interests 
far more than ho was helping the Hawaiian 
monarchy and justly detlironed Queen. It 
ia clear enough from Blount's manner on the 
day of his arrival at Honolulu, as well as 
by tiis letter to the Department of 
State, written shortly after, that 
he designed, at whatever cost, to 
repudiate the views and action of the re- 
cently terminated administration, and that 
in order to do so he must impugn tho action 
of Minister Stevens and of tho commander 
of the U.S.S. Boston. A total stranger, it 
was impossible for Mr. Blount, to 
know how unfitting it was for him 
to take up hia quarters where lio was certain 
to bo surrounded by Royalists and where 
tho supporters of the Provisional Govern- 
ment would bo reluctant to go. Tho hotel 
was kept by one who had served as Kala- 
kaua' scliamberlain, who;was one of the prin- 
cipal peraons in a syndicate that had cheat- 
ed the Hav/aiian government out of nearly 
ono hundred thousand dollars. 

While at that hotel Mr. Blount was un- 
der the conatant espionage of a palace ad- 
venturer, but aa a precautionary safeguard 
against thus shutting out tho Americans 
from access to Commissioner Blount, , a 
wealthy and highly respectable widow lady 
of tho American colony was ready to grant tha 
use of her hnuao to Mr. and Mrs. Blount, 
tho cotnmisaioner to pay the same amounts 
as would coat him to live at the hotel.

Nsw Westminster, Nov. 29. — Forty 
members were added to the Y.M.C.A. last 
night at a reception.

Aid. Hoy is in tho field aeelcing election 
as mayor.

It is learned on good authority that In- 
dian Jack, who, witii his son I'otor, wua 
aontonoed at tho lust uasizcs to bo hanged 
on January 15 next for tho murdor of A. E. 
Pittendrigh, has completely collapsed, ami 
ia in a very low condition. Until sentenoo 
was pronounced ho maintained an inditl'iirent 
air and did not appear to worry over his 
situation, but immediately after ho lost 
heart completely and is now unable to leave 
his bed. The jail ofiiciala and medical 
officers are doing all in their power to pull 
him together, and tho old man ia living ou 
the best the country can aObrd, but without 
any apparent benefit to his condition. Peter 
boars up well and is in fairly good spirits. 

The train from Huntingdon, last night, 
bronght the bed on which Stroobel, who ia 
accused of the murder of Marshall, slept 
while boarding at Mrs. Bartlett'a hotel, 
Sumas City. Stroebel slept on this bed tho 
night foUowiag the murder, and Mrs. 
Bartlett, wi^te making the bed next day, 
foi^nd two 3S calibre cartridges in so pecu- 
liar a place, that it ma one of the several 
anspioiotts oiroamstanoes which led to the 
arrest of the accused man. The bed was 
sent down by Mr. Moresby, who has been 
working up additional evidence againat 
Stroebel at the scene of tho murder, and it 
will be set up during tho trial at Victoria 
with tho object of disproving the statement 
of tho prisoner that tho cartridges could roll 
from tho top of the bed to the-^ slats on 
which they were found.

MUNICIPAL MISGOVERNMENT. 

T6 THK Editok : Looking back to 1S91 
we find the Mayor and Council of that year 
charged before tho Royal Conimisaionera 
with excessive ojcpenditure ; excessive bor- 
rowing powers beyond ability to pay ; 
illegal diversion of loans ; borrowing with- 
out authority of by-law ; illegal investment 
of sinking funds ; raising money on sewer- 
age bonds, with the prospect of having to 
sell at 8S, and involving a lo^s of $45,000 on 
the transaction ; reckless conduct of muni- 
cipal affairs, leading to a shortage of, ut 
least, $137,000. 

Many other charges were brought and all 
these were substantially proved. Tho total 
indobtednoBs waa something like $170,000 ; 
incurred directly in contravention of tho 
terms of the Act. 

Is not the system rotten under which auoh 
gross wrongs could be perpetrated '.' These 
civic potentates had (I think) the year be- 
fore voted thcmaclvea Haluriea. All previoua 
Councils for 30 years hud ecrved gratuitous- 
ly. In 1890, the Council having the bug- 
bear of Vancouver before their eyes, und 
tho census being uVjout to be taken, began 
agitating lor the enlargement of tho city. 
Tho respoosibility which accompanied this 
extension has already been folt, and will bo 
so felt more und moro. 

Tako the case of water, of which there is 
not enough for the people in tho old limits, 
and it ia therefore clear that there must bo 
a shortage for tho people in both the old und 
new limits. Tho area of tho watershed und 
the head are both inadequate. Tho taxes im- 
posed upon those living in tho enlarged 
boundaries have boon increased tenfold at 
leaat, and tho juat und necessary expendi- 
ture (except for water pipes, perhaps), 
Le., for police, light and fire protection, 
road repairs, pavements, etc, have been so 
small as to be invisible. 

XheJLooal Improvement by-law is a fail- 
ure at Wesent and jtistly so, because no con- 
sideration is taken of the expenditure in tho 
centre of tho town, whioh haa boon incurred 
for the past thirty years without the sanc- 
tion of tho people in tho enlarged liniits,and 
certainly not for their benefit. A sum of 
nearly $400,000 haa been expended in 
sewerage in that part, and this waa raised 
by loan. Tho property in tho outlying 
limits has been mortgaged to pay for this 
and for tho 51,>0,000 or thereabouts voted 
for under the "Surface Drainage By-Law." 
Somo of this latter will be of benefit to parte 
of the limits in (luoation, but not any of the 
work covered by tho larger sum. When 
these people ask for any improvements, as a 
sot oflf againat their taxes, tho reply ia, "Do 
them yourBolves undor- the Local Improve- 
ment By-Law," und yet they have to pay 
their share of interest on tho debt accrued 
during the last thirty years. Could any 
greater injustico bo perpetrated by any 
council ? It was not the intention of tho 
councillor who Introduced this by-law to 
perpetrate such iajusiioe, but he did not 



remain long enough in harneas to complete 
hia Bchetne. Hera aftain li want of con- 
tinuUy. 

Now, wo pay a largo sum every your for 
our civic legislation, and one would expect 
to see the by-laws, when passed, enforced. 
ButisitsoT Tbe following amongst many, 
others are habitually and openly set at 
naught. 

The " Hack By-law," as regards the 
stands and distances, S. 0, and the carda 
for faros, S. 12. Tho " Street By-law, as 
to sweeping before 10 a.m., which is a most 
necessary hygienic precaution, S. 21 and S. 
22, 24, 25, 20, 27 are daily set at naught. 
8. 26 provides that no gun shall be dis- 
charged in the city limits, and yet every 
day young lads of 13 to 16 can be seen not 
only carrying guns, and that in a most 
ignorant manner, but aotaally shooting in 
the public streets. Then aa to tho rails of 
the tramway projecting from three to six 
inches above the roadbed, and the speed ut 
which the trams are run. these are directly con- 
trary to the charter. If by-laws are not to 
bo enforced, why not repeal thom, ond let 
every man do what is right in his own 
eyes ? 

Happily the present Council has not in- 
volved us ia any more " Bonuaes." The 
prtncipio is surely wrong. If an industry 
will pay, it will sooner or later be estab- 
lished ; if not, tho bonu.i will not save it. 
Tho subaidy to tho Saauich Railway, §9,000 
a year, will huvo to bo paid. All tho surplus 
produce of Saanioh, except fiiowood, could 
probably be brought in by one train. 
Tho only bonus wliich I think wo should 
onoouruge would bo that to the Canada 
Western, as this lino, if ever built, will bo a 
real benefit to ub and help us to break loose 
from the throttling grasp of the C.P.R.

THE W.C.T,U. CONVENTION. 



Interestingr Bepurts Considered 
Relation to the Several Depar t- 
menta of the Work. 



In 



Lines of Development — 
Programme for the Olosingr 
Day. 



Tho second day of the Provincial W. C. 
T. U. convention wus a busy one, reports 
from various officers and iuperintendenta of 
departmenU reoelving attention from 10 
ft.m. until o'olook, and the open meeting 
at tiie Temporanoo hall laatiog until almost 
10 at niglit. Good progress waa made with 
tho work of tho convention, however, and 
it is not anticipated that there will bo any 
difficulty exporionoed in disposing of the 
remainini; items on the long Iiat of business 
before this evenlnir. 

Yesterday's morning scBslon was opened 
with devotional exercises led by Mrs. D. 
MoNttughton, of Victoria, and was almost 
entirely devoted to the report of the dole- 
gate to the Dominion convention held in 
Winnipeg last Juno. Miss Bowes was not 

£ resent herself, and her report w^a read by 
liss Fraser, also of Vancouver. It wus 
very oomprehonsive and covered fully tho 
many subjects dealt with at the Dominion 
meeting. Tho total membership of the 
union ttiroug'iout Canada ia now 7,789, an 
increase of 1291 upon tlio niemberahip of 
1892 Tho rocoipta during tho your were 
shown by the financial atatemont to have 
been Sl,29;i, with an expeuditure of S78U, 
and a cash balance remaining in hand of 
$517. Each of the thirty dupartnienta of 
work had during tlic past twelvemonth been 
carried out effect ivoly by capable euperia- 
tendents, and the year had proved by tar 
the most suooessful of the six since organiza- 
tion. 

MisB Bowes, tho British Columbia dele- 
gate, wua heard from, apart from her report, 
in a letter to thu convention in which she 
expresaud her regret that illness enforced 
her absence and conveyed her good wishes. 
On motion, a letter thanking Miss Bowes 
for her comprehensive and excellent report, 
and expressing the sympathy of the conven- 
tion waa ordered to be addressed to her by 
the aeoretary. 

The afternoon aession opened in the usual 
form, after a noon hour of prayer led by 
Mrs. Pearson, of New Westminster. Mrs. 
Hunter, of Viotoria, was made an honorary 
: member of the convention, and, after oonsid- 
, ■ erable discussion aa to her eligibility, Mrs. 
Ross, of New Westminster, took her seat as 
a delegate. The .point in contention was 
whether, not having been elected a delegate 
by her local union, the convention could 
accord Mrs. Ross the poivors and privileges 
of a regularly appointed and accredited dele- 
gate unable to attend. Tbo matter was 
brought to vote and decided by 28 to 10 
in favor of Mrs. Rosa being received as a 
delegate. As a sequel to tho debate, Mrs. 
Gordon Grant, of S'^ictoria, has given notice 
that she will to-day move to amend the con- 
stitution in reference to the election of dele- 
gates. 

The president's address, which was the 
first business un tho afternoon programme, 
covered a vast amount of ground, and in- 
cluded many and interesting extracts. In 
it it was stated that the Church to day 
holds tho balance of power ; that much 
pood has been accomplished ond ia to be 
done by tho advanced prohibition clubs now 
being formed throughout the Dominion, and 
which constitute, in reality, the thin edge 
of the prohibition wed^e ; that, in order to 
Booompliah the ends of i tho W. C. T. U., 
woman must possess all the rights of the 
franchise, and exercise them; it is useless to 
pray " Thy kingdom come " and vote con- 
tra or stay away from the polls ; that the 
Loyal Legion is accomplishing a great work 
for temperance, and that special effort must 
be made to educate the young for prohibi- 
tion. 

Following the prealdent'a uddresa and 
preceding the consideration of departmental 
reports, on amendment to the constitution 
waa debated and adopted, altering tiie fiscal 
year, which hereafter will ternblnate July 
16. This will permit of the annual conven- 
tion being held not later than the last week 
in August. 

Xiie report upon "ScientiSc Instruction in 
Schools,''' read by Mrs. Grant in the ab- 
sence of her sister, Mrs. H. G. Hall, did 
not contain the information which it would 
have given had thu local superintendents re- 
ported as required. In the absence of in- 
formation from ttiem little material for a D- 
port was available The diacusaion upon 
this branch of the work, introduced by tho 
report, brought from the Now Westminster 
delegates tho aunouucoment Ihot in the 
Royal City temperance iducation had been 
made obligatory by tho futiool board, who 
had introduced aa a text'iook " The Path- 
finder, " a work ismiofl by rho Now Bruns- 
wick education dt.putiii]i;iii:, and had made 
temporanoo a necessary purt of every ex- 
amination for promotion Thia news was 
received with great aati-'aotion and tho re- 
port wua adopted unauinn usly, a resolution 
to support at the next election of school 
trustees only such candidates as stood 
pledged to follow Now Westroinster'a ex- 
ample, having been incorporated. 

There was no report from the snperintend- 
ent of the department devoted to Literature 
and the Woman's Journal, but the claims 
of this publication upon the membership of 
the W.C.T. U , were ably presented by Mrs. 
Cunningham. 

The work among aailora, minora and lum- 
bermen waa reported on liy Mrs. Eldridge, 
of Vancouver, who sbowed that nuicli liter- 
ature h.id been dbit.ributcd, many vislls p ud 
and mimerous niectinjja lield among sailors 
especially. The superintendent of thia de- 
partment recpmmended tftat tho young 
ladies provide "comfort bags" for distribu- 
tion among the men, the biiga being equip- 
ped with Bible, liferature, cotton, buttona, 
needles, ooinb and bruah, etc., ftc. 

Unfernieiitcd Wine at llio L'lrd'n Table 
was the nubjcct of the next report, wliicli 
was adopieil withnul d iaciiHfiinn. 

Legislation, Pciiliona and Franchise 
formed tbo te.xt of a n-port from Mrs. (Jor- 
don Grant, of Victoria. In it tho Van- 
couver local auporintendcnt caiiiu in 
for special mention, having acnL 
out 5,000 loiters to the voters 
of the municipality, aaking them to 
exercise tbo franchise oidy in favor of men 
who would use their iufluenco for the home 
against the saloon. Many petitions had 
been circulated against the granting of 
licenses, in tho majority of instances suo- 
cesafully. 

Hospital work (Mrs. D. McNaughton) 
had been carried on quietly but persistently, 
the usual meetings being held; Prison work 
(Mrs. D. Robsou, ropre;eated by Mrs. 
Sconllar,) showed bettor progress and more 
aooomplished than perhaps any other 
similar department ; Evangclistio work 
(Mrs, Burkholder) was reported in a satis- 
factory condition; and Young Women's 
work (Mrs. Sohooley) proved to have well 
maintained its recqrd during the year. Mrs. 
Sohooley'a roobmmondation that on organizer 



be appointed for young women's work was 
adopted with tho report. 

Tho oveniiii; meeting was, as before, held 
at the Temperance Hill, music and nd- 
dr.=88e8 being agreeably interspersed. The 
address of tho aoasiou was by Rev. Solomon 
Cleaver, M.A., of tho Metropolitan Meth- 
odist church. 

To-day, the last of the convention, will 
be devoted to now and unfinished business, 
tho election of otiioers and of the Provincial 
delegate to tho Dominion convention, eto. 
In tho evening the closing session will be 
hold in the Metropolitan church, when ad- 
dreaaoa will bo delivered by Rev. A. B. 
Winuhoster, Rov. J. E. Coomba and other 
city clergymen, and Miss MoDougal will 
review the work of the year. 

YICTOEIA MAEKBTS. 

A Qalet Tendency in General Business— Tlie 
Public Market Better Patronized. 

A (|uiot tendency, duo no doubt to tho ap- 
proach of another month, ia noticeable in 
general buaineaa thia week. Thia quietness, 
however, is liable to change into bnakness 
within tho next few weeks, ns merchants 
will by that time havo their Chriatmas 
stocks in offer. Tho public market building 
has of late been receiving a better aharo of 
patronage from farmers who have had no 
trouble in disposing there of such produce 
aa they have brought into tho city for sale. 
Tho market building ulfords plenty of space 
for good meat shops, which would go far to- 
wards popularizing the building and in at- 
tracting business there. There are no 
changes from last week in the quotations 
below. Eastern apples are scarce but are 
selling at the usual hiah price, and in the 
meat trudo the only fluctuating article is 
pork, which is continually changing in 
price.

TJSE LABOR OONFERBNCBl. 



The result of the Conference between tho 
Government and the repreaontativea of 
labor organiziitions must be a disappoint- 
ment to thoae who have the adranoement of 
the uause of labor at heart. It was to be 
expected that the delegates would gladly 
enter into a rational disonsaion with mem- 
bers of the Government of questions which 
it is the function of the Bureau of Liwbor 
Statistics to deal with and consider, 
and would mako augfjoations and tender ad- 
vice as to the beat way to make tho Bureau 
of use to those for whose benefit it was es- 
tablished. This ia what men who 
really desired to make tho Bureau 
effective ^ would do, and this, no 
doubt is what tho members of tho difTerent 
organ!?, itiona expected their dole^atea 
would do. Thoy had boon invited to send 
delegates to a conference " to con- 
sider the Bureau of Labor Statistics and In- 
dustrial Disputes Conciliation and Arbitra- 
tion Act, 1893, " ond it was to do this and 
nothing else that they appointed delegatea 
and sent them •to Victoria. 

We are quite convinced that tho different 
organizationa accepted the Government's 
invitation in good faith. Any one who 
reads the resolutions which the delegatea 
submitted to the Government will be able 
eaaily to decide whether or not thoae dele- 
gatea did tho work they v/ero sent 
to perform. Can tho demand so iinpori- 
oualy made for power to nominate 
tho officials of the Bureau be, in any seneo, 
re({arded as a consideration of the Labor 
Aot! Out of the seven resolutions, which 
contained tho dooiainnaarrivcd atby tho dele- 
gatea, four had reference to the appoint- 
monta to olfico, Tho " denianda " too, were 
made in such terma thatit waa impossible for 
any Government to accede to thom. We 
are very greatly mistaken if the members of 
the different labor unions will approve of 
the stand-and-deliver tone r.aaumcd by tho 
delegates. They know tlut Iho Govern- 
ment, which would obey orders (^iven in 
audi a way, could have no respect for itself 
and would be certain to incur, and aa it 
would deserve, the contempt of the people of 
the Province, including the very men who 
demanded that it should place in their 
hands the authority and powers with which 
its members had been invested by tho 
people. 

It is difBoult to imagine what kind of ro- 
porta those delngatea will give to the differ- 
ent organizations to which they belong, 
They went to Victoria to consider the La 
bor Act. They did not consider it, bub, 
instead of doing what they wore sent to do, 
they made In tho moat dictatorial way a 
demand tor oifioea for thomBoivoa or their 
frienda. Are thoro many membora of labor 
unions who believe that thia ia wliat th 
delegatea wore aont to Victoria for? 

There can be no doubt that the conduct of 
the delegates at the Conferenoe hoa done 
the cause of Labor much harm. Unionism 
baa not too many frienda in tho Province, 
and when it ia soon that tho delegates 
of tho uniona, whon aaked in tho moat 
friendly way to confer with tho Government 
on the working of a law enacted chiefly for 
thatbeBefitof Labor, took a stand so un- 
re^onable and ao aelSah, their prejadieea 
against Unionism will be deepened and thoir 
dislike to unionists will bo intcnaifled. Tho 
dologatea, instead of helping the cause they 
roprcsentod, hindered it and hnrt it very 
materially. ; 

It will bo observed, too,' that the 
delegates take it for granted that or- 
jgaidzed. labor ia the only labor in the 



Province which it ia tho duty of tho Gov- 
ernment to conaider and to protect. Or- 
ganized labor must have tho power to nom- 
inate the servants of the Dopurtmeut of 
Labor Statistics, these servants must : be 
from the ranks of organized Iabor,''and un- 
leta thia is done organized labor will give 
no information to the Department, The 
Government is asked to insert a olauao in 
all contracts tho ofl'eot of which would bo 
to exclude from employment on public 
works meohanioa and otbera who do not be- 
long to labor orgatiiz'itions. Surely the 
delegatea did not expect tho Governinout to 
punish honest, iiuiuetrioua and capable 
workmen merely bocauee they do 
not see fit to belong to labor organizations. 
This would be the rankest injuatice. The 
Government are bowid to treat union men 
end non-union men alike. Th,) rights and 
privileges which ono olaaa ooaaesnea must bo 
extended to all the othera. The Govern- 
ment did only what was fair to unorganized 
labor when it tefnted to entertain the de- 
mand contained in reaolntion number seven. 

It could be hardly expected that the 
delegates would have much consideration 
for employers. Yut in oonaidering a law 
the chief object of which ia to settle dis- 
putes between cniployera and employes 
amicably, it ia surprising to find that the 
representative^ of organized labor made no 
mention whatever of the rights and inter 
ests of employers. Yet the employing clues 
has (juito aa good a right to demand that 
it should have a voice in tho nomination 
of the oiliciala of the Department of Labor 
and Gonoiliation as the represent^tivea of 
organized labor. 

We are (inite sure that whon tho attitude 
which the delegatea assumed towards the 
Government and the nature of tho demands 
they made are fully uuderotood, the course 
which they pursued while in the Capital will 
not bo approved by the members of the 
trade organizations, by tho very largo 
l)ody of unorganised workmen, by the em- 
ployers of labor, and by tho general public. 
Ifor tho information of those who may not 
have read tho reaolutiona v.'hich tho dole- 
gates aubniitted to the Government wo re- 
produce tlioin below : 

" 1. That tho delegatea of organized 
labor assembled strongly urge upon the 
Governinont tho adviaabiiity of working the 
Department of Labor Statistics by servanta 
from the ranks of organized labor. 

"2. That organized labor demand of the 
Government the privilege of appointing 
oflicers for tho Bureau of Labor Stalisiica. 

" 3. That organized labor demand of the 
Government tho privilege of nominating 
men to fill the ofBoea in the Bureau of Labor 
Statiatica, and the Government make the 
appointments from among the men so 
nominated. 

"4. That organized labor give no infor- 
mation to the l)epurtment of Labor Statia- 
tica unless suob organized labor ia fully 
ropreaented in such department. 

'5. That this meeting of delegates en- 
dorse the principle of compulaory arbitration 
and that the Ooveroment b^ urged to incor- 
porate said principle in the Aot at tho next 
session of the Legialatnre. 

"6. That the opinion of this meeting ia 
that alien labor ibould be prohibited from 
all Government oontroots let iii the fatnre. 

"7. That we ask the Government to in- 
sert a clause in all contracta let by them to 
tho effect that all the tradoa rules in the 
locality in which contracts are let bo ob- 
served."

THE NEW AME^IOAN Q'ARIFF. 

The new American tariff aa the j reader 
sees is very far from being a ^ree trade 
tariff. It will rcseinblo in many partiou- 
lara tho present tarilf of tho Dominion 
which ia rcpreaonted by the opponents of 
tho Government na being outrageously pro- 
tective. Tho particulars published are 
worth studying, in order to aoe what a tariff 
for revenue in the direction of free trade ia 
likely to be. There does not appear tu 
bo much free trade in woolen shawla and 
knit goods at 40 per cent, Hannels at 35 and 
droaa goods at 15. 

It ia in tho extension of the free list that 
the free trade element appeara moat con- 
spiououaly. The committee of Ways and 
Meaua had a pretty hard fight over tho 
abolition of tho duty on bituminous coal. 
The coal ownera of Pennsylvania tried very 
hard to prevent coal being put on tho free 
list, but they did not succeed. Tho New 
York Times, one of tho strongest advocates 
for tariiT reform in the United S^tes, while 
the diaouasion waa going on said : 

The protest from Alabama ia a peculiarly 
offensive exhibition of McKinleyiam in its 
worst aspect. The free admission of bitu- 
minous coal would have soarcoly any effect 
except to roliovo manufacturers on the 
Pacitio coaat of tho burdenaome tax on the 
coal from British Columbia, which they 
must have, and to enable manufacturers in 
Now LCngland to procure a part of their 
coal from the nearest market without pay 
ing a tax for the bouelit of interior States 
which have coal supplies of their own. If 
"tho duty should be removed it ia not 
probable that the quantity imported would 
ever oxceeil 10 per cent, of the domestlo 
output. Hut juHtioe to the industries that 
are handicapped by the tax requires that 
tho duty should bo repet-led. Moreover, 
thia country ia exporting bituminoUB ooal 
and Polling it in all pirls of t;ho world, even 
in Canada, in open competition with that 
foreign coal against which, the foUowera of 
Midvlnloy say, the domcstio producers 
should bo protected hero at home by a tariff 
duty. 

Placing timber on the free list will also 
nffcot British Columbia favorably when 
times are good. Juat now there is more 
timlier in tho United States market thon is 
reiiuired, and tho price is \o\v; but this will 
not alwaya bo tho case, and it will be an ad- 
vantage of no inconsiderable value to have 
u market for part of the timber product of 
the Province almost at our doors.

Tho Timea, after its usual manner, mag- 
nifies and makea a fusa about what ia unim- 
portant with reapoct to the Labor Confer- 
ence, und ia ailont about the feature of it 
that ia of real impottanoe. It ia of vory 
little conaeqaenoe whether the proceedinga 
of the conference were or were not reported 
in the newspapers. Tho Premier, being in 
earnest and wishing to do busineaa, thought 
that more would bo done if the apecchea 
wore not reported. Most of the delegatea 
thought difierently, and when they c.\ 
pressed a strong desire to have reporters 
present he gave way to them and sent fpr the 
reporters. As our contemporary knows, it 
waa through tho merest accident, and 
througli no fault of Premier Davie, that 
the conference was held with closed doors 
It ia, therofore, a good deal worse than dia 
ingenuous for tho Times to try to produce 
the impression that the Government is to 
blame because the speeohes of the delegates 
were not publiahed. But we are quite cer- 
tain that tlic intcrciito of laljor, or any pub 
lie interest, have not Buffered because the 
procoodingsnf Saturday eveniog'sconferonoe 
were not published. Tho Nanaimo Tele- 
gram makea some very sensible observations 
about this "policy of secrecy," which so 
vexes the righteous soul of our contem 
porary. It says : 

The conference held by the Government 
with tho labor delegates at Vlotoria on Sat 
urday has ended. Thia being a meeting held 
with closed doors, the views expressed by 
tho delegates are not at hand, and of course 
cannot bo divulged by the repreaeutativos 
else the doora would not have boon closed, 
While in some caaoa tho press may bo 
unduly exolnded from meetinga, tho re 
porta of which ought in tho intoriat of tin 
public to bo given to the piosa, wo admit tho 
adviaabiiity of tho puulic being excluded 
in oases of thia kind. Thia waa a hearing 
by the Government given the roprcaenta 
livoa of labor, in order that thoy might the 
moro freely oxpreaa their viowa upon the 
difEoultiea and diaputea between eiiiployora 
and employed. Tho Government it must bo 
preaumod ia anxious to meet auch diflicultiea 
(rith a bill formed after hearing tho true 
fuota from both partioa. In order to obtain 
such true repreaentatioua, it ia undoubtedly 
necessary that tho groateat secrecy should 
prevail, until all the details can be arranged 
and a meaauro agreed upon which can bo 
aubmittod to that wider diacussion which it 
would neceaaarily got after publication in 
tho newepapors. It ia an old and true aay- 
ing that " too many cooka spoil tho broth," 
and an opportunity should always bo given 
in matters of this kind te produce a well 
cooked dish of soup, before tho public are 
asked to tuato it. 

About the really important part of tlio 
conference tho Timoa ia perfectly ailnnt. 
Why did it not let its readers know what 
it thinks about the attitude which the 
delegates ossamed jtowair^s the Govern- 
ment and of ^ the demands they made ? 
Did it oonaider that it was not safe to ' oo21-2m 



SENSATIONALISM AGAIN. . 

Some very foolish lads were caught in an 
attempt to blow up the monument of Lord 
N elson that a tandson Jacques Cartior Square, 
in Montreal. This was a fine opportunity for 
tho aensational nowanionger, and ho made 
the moat of it. Ho magnified the oscapado 
of these thoughtleaa echool-boya into an in 
dioution of tho diEcontcnt and disloyalty of 
the majority of the population of the Pro- 
vince of ' Quebec. Kewapapers in Great 
Britain and the United States regarded the 
matter aa serious, and clever editora wrote 
able editorials on tho dialoyally of tho 
French-Canadian population of Quebec. 
Some, indeed, appear to believe that that 
Province is on the verge of rebellion. The 
truth is that tho monument ia regarded 
with abaoluto indifference by tho great 
maaa of tho population of Montreal. They 
take no moro notice of it, and think no 
more about it, than they do of tho weather 
cock on the City Hall. The number of citi- 
zens who'do not know whose monument it 
ia, and who, if they heard tho name " Nel- 
son " would not be able to aaaociate with it 
any important event, would aurpriao 
stranger. The Montreal Gazette, no doubt, 
takes the correct view of the matter when 
it says : 

" The French majority have no more to 
do with the outrage than the man in 
the moon. The conspiracy, such aa it 
ia, is compoaiid of three or fou 
silly schoolboys. The law atudonta have 
disavowed all connection with the af 
fair, »nd with the culprits who 
who have not yet passed their preliminary 
examination, and are therefore not law 
students at aU. The act is merely a test! 
mony to the foolishneaa of its perpetrators 
it has no public feeling ut tho back of It, 
and ia no evidence of any sentiment enter 
tiined by any considerable body of men 
Tho agitation against the I^Jelson monument 
was interesting because it was absurd." 

It is not pleasant to think that a great 
deal of the nowa that comes to ua over the 
wires ia like thia Nelaon monument atory 
the merest trifles magnified and exaggerated 
in order to create a sensation.

Advices from Honolulu to the San Fran- 
cisco Cull, dated Nov. 16, give an account 
of the floating of the aa. Miowora and news 
as to her futuro movements. Tho Call says 
that on Sunday the 12th inat. , those watch 
ing the various veaaels from the wharves 
noticed the strapded steamer suddenly take 
u big jump forward and she was onoe more 
afloat. From those on board it was 
learned that as tho last big heave 
was mado on the cables connect- 
ing her with the five-ton anchor 
three heavy seas in auccoaaion lifted 
the big steamer so that ubout all that 
_ remained to be done waa to glide her into 
j deep water. By 1 o'clock the C. R. Biehop 
and tho tug made fust lo the stern of the 
Miowora, while tho Mikahala'a boat took a 
six-inch hawser,' which had beep mado fast 
to her mizzenmast, and doubled over to the 
Miowera's bow, where it was secured. Both 
visaols then lifted their anchors, and 
tho two steering steamers soon brought 
hor alongside tho railroad company's coal 
wharf, and tho ocean liner was saved, 
On .Monday divers examined the voaael's 
hull und reported that, beyond the damage 
done to tho stern in tho tearing away of tho 
rudder and post, she has only u few denta in 
hor bide plates. Her engines are but little 
strained and will not require nnich fixing 
up. Honolulu Iron Works wore put to 
work on the broken sternpoat, and will fur- 
nish a new post und rudder. Captain Met- 
calfe occupied twelve days in surveys 
and preparations and then com- 
menced pulling on the anchors ho 
hud imbedded in the curul. Ho 
moved tho vessel fifty-six feet on the 
first day, sixty feet on the second, und on 
the third day alio floated. The success 
which has attended hia efforts will nave the 
underwriters between S.S()0,000und §100,000. 
Captain Metcalfe says that ho will be ready 
to tuko a cargo of sugar in tho Miowcru in 
six weeks, and she will probably go direct 
to San Francisco, as being the nearest port 
with dry-docking facilities. 

A BIG TRIAL COMME.S'CED. 

The trial of William Dunbar, who is 
alleged to be implicated in amuggling S,G15 
pounds of opium into tho United States 
from British Columbia on the steamers 
Huytian Republic and Wilmington, during 
the year ending March last and while the 
accused was acting as president of tho 
Merchants' Steamehip Company at that 
time operating the two steamships named, 
was commenced in the United Stiltoa Dis- 
trict court at Portland on Tuesday laat. 
The principal witness called so far in the 
case is a stockholder in tho company, who 
has mado known tho manner in which ho 
uulI others, one of whom Is a Victorian, 
carried on the unlawful smuggling buainees. 
The case will, no doubt, prove a most inter- 
eating one. 

JIAUIKK NOTES, 

Information was received yesterday by 
private cublegrums from London to R. P. 
Rithet & Co., Ltd., Hall, Goepel ..t Co., 
and other Victoria firms, that prices realized 
at Lumpson'a big sealskin sale are by no 
moans encouraging to sealing men. The 
dispatches announce that the Alaskan skins 
sold for 15 per cent, less than lust autumn, 
and the Copper Island skina went for 20 per 
cent, lower than that reduction. This de- 
cline means a good many thousand dollars 
lost, for tho Victoria catches were princi- 
pally obtained on the Japanese coast. It is 
not stated what tho coast akina brought, 
but this will probably bo known to-day in 
subsequent advices. 

Steamer Quadra has been engaged for a 
few days past looking up a buoy which is 
missing from Point Roberts. Capt. Gaudin, 
agent of marine, who went up to Nanaimo 
on her returned yesterday morning by 
train. 

Tug Lome tows the Amerioan. schooner 
lilclipse from Etquimalt to the Hastings mill 
thia morning, 'i'he Eclipse has been ohar- 
tervd bv Robert Ward & Co. Ltd., to load 
for the U.K. 

The R.M S. Empress of India, leaves 
Yokohama for Victoria on December 8, ond 
the s.B. I"]inpreDs of China will sail from here 
for tho Orient three days later. 

The steamer Queen which arrived from 
San Francisco on Tuesday night brought 27 
cabin and 14 steerage and a good freight for 
Victoria. 

Steumer ICtta White, which has been 
undergoing repairs on the Stor ways, will 
bo launched thia evening.

NO VEEDICT SECURED. 



Disagfreeiuent and Discliargfe of tlie 
Jury iu tbe W<ro Dou KUliusr 



The AccDsea in the Box— Addresses of 

the Goansel and the 
Judge. 



DiBBgreement and discharge of the jury 

after Bight hours' consideration ef the evl 
dence, wae the result of thu two duya' triul 
of Arthur Uarruthera for the killing of Wee 
Don. The court room and gallery wore 
densely packed all yesterday, and ceveral 
lady membera of the Salvation Army ocou 
pied seats inside the rail. The jury were 
asked by the Crov/n to Qnd the priaoner 
guilty of simply manslaughter, the evidence 
not pointinR to murder as cliarficd in the 
indictment. 

Arthur Uorruthers, tho prisoner, was put 
in tho box at tho opening of the court, and 
told his story very frankly, boinc; much 
affcoted during its recital. He said that lio 
was nearly 21 yeara of age. On tho after- 
noon in question while they were working 
Woo Don brought out a heavy slab and 
throw it down so that it almost fell ou his 
foot. He stepped up on tho pile to bo out 
of the way, but said nothing. Tho next 
armful tho Chinaman brought ho put them 
down properly, but after that he came with 
several ainall edgiuga which he throw down 
80 that they almost hit witness in tho face 
and did strike his legs. Witness had two 
or three edgings in his hands, and ho threw 
them easily at Wee Don,'' who was stoopiug*^ 
doira at tho time, and struck him on the 
legs. Wee Don exclaimed " What for ! 
and turning round ran up on the pile, with 
two small edgings in hio hands, towards wit 
ness. " I picked up un edging," ho cou' 
tinned ; " Wee Don looked very angry, and 
I saw he intended to striko me. .1 struck 
him then, 1 saw plainly by his looks 
that be intended to injure mo 
and I was scared. He was faoin;; me with 
his head turned a little to the risht. When 
I atrnok him he was standing there, not 
ranning. He fell baokwards inside, I did 
not think that he was seriously hurt, hut 
when he fell I thought his senses had been 
knocked out of him, that's all. I thought I 
mnst have struck harder than I intended," 
Witness proceeded to describe bow the 
Chinaman from inside picked up Wee Don 
and placed him on a seat, und stated that 
after Mr, Nolan came up and said some 
thing witness told him, " I struck the 
Chinaman because ho camo outsido with 
stick to strike mo. " Witness drove away 
on his cart, still not thinking that the 
Chinaman waa seriously hurt. 

Cross-examined by ftlr. Davie, the witness 
said Wee Don hud frequently hefo 
through carelessness, thrown tho slabs so 
that they struck him. He showed on tho 
photographs of the mill which had been pro- 
duced during the trial, tho position of tho 
Chinaman and his own during the offair, 
and how ho had struck tho blow ; in do 
ing this he held up the edging with his left 
hand, and in answer to question said 
he was left-handed. 

SV. T. Taylor then addressed the jury on 
behalf of the accused. He cootenaed that 
the testimony of the Chinese witnesses was 
palpably false and that the form of oath ad 
ministered was not considered by thom as 
at all binding. The medical evidence 
showed that the deceased had been struck 
on the aide of the head, just as described by 
the accused when he went into the box, and 
not on the back of the head as both the Chi 
nese witnesses had sworn. The exact aim 
ilarity of their stories showed that the 
testimony of these witnesses was manufao 
tured for the effect it was supposed to have 
in court. The accused had olearly acted in 
self-defence, for the threatening attitude of 
the Chinaman was suob that it was a case of 
knocking out or being knocked. The inten- 
tion with which the blow was 
struck was the all-important fact, and 
everything went to show that the accused 
had no intention of even seriously hurting 
the Chinaman, let alone of killing him. H' 
called attention to the franknesa with which 
tho accused had told his story when ho hud 
gone into the witness box, taking advantage 
of the recent change in the law, which now 
gave accused persona tho privilege of thus 
stating tho facts, and held that his whole de 
meanor was that of innocence rather than 
of guilt. Tho weapon used was not what 
would ordinarily bo called a dan- 
gerous one, and waa not delib- 
erately chosen with a view to hurt, but the 
edging was properly in tho hand of the ao 
, oused, and waa naturally used whun he waa 
attacked. He asked for a verdict of acquit 
tal, as the evidence show>ed neither nmrdcr, 
aa charged, nor manslaughter, bub only 
justifiable homicide, 

Hon, Theodore Davie, Q C, , Attorney 
General, presented tho case for the Crown, 
The prisoner, ho said, was indicted for 
murder, because in law all homicide ia 
presumed . to be murder until otherwise 
shown. He thought, however, that the 
jury might at once dismiss from their minds 
any suggestion of this being an aot 
of wiUuI murder, or even one of 
manslaughter such as would call for 
imprisonment for life, but it did call for 
seme punishment. He thought it was a 
dreadful contention to set up on behalf of 
the prisoner to say that be should bo alto- 
gether acquitted because the blow ho struck 
waa harder than ho intended. The prisoner 
waa responsible for tho death of this China- 
man as the result of an iulentional deeign 
on hia part to hurt Wee Don. It appeared 
thi»t nearly tliu same thing — tho careless 
throwing of tho slabs — had happened before 
without aeriouu results, but on this occasion 
tho prisoner had chosen to resoul 
it in the manner stated. There were two 
atoriea of how thia occurred. One was told 
by tho two ("hiuamcn, who, from tho testi- 
mony of the priaimer liiniself, were in a 
position to see v. lmt ihey ;niiii they saw. 
They both described a left-handed blow, 
which was not what would be expected, 
but thia waa contiruied by tho prisoner hiin- 
oelf, who hud stated in the box to-day that 
ho was a kft-hancieil man, and had wielded 
the edging in court just as tlie Chinese wit- 
nesses declared ho had at tho mill. Tho 
prisoner said : "I thought I knocked the 
senses out of him, that's all," but was not 
thatrenousbt Wns it to bo admitted that a 
man could strike another a blow, with u 
heavy woopon, aevero enough to Knock him 
aonseloss, anil then bu acquitted if the blow 
happened to kill ? 'J'ho theory of self-de- 
fence was demolished by the prisoner'a own 
evidence, for he said himself that when ho 
struck Wee Don was standing still, about 
four feet away from him. This little China- 
man, for so he was desoribed, was coming at 
him not at all in a dangerous way, 
for. he was loaded with two slickii 
'whiohihe H^d picked up, not to striko 
the'prisoner witbj but to place upon tho 
pile. The prisoner waa an able-bodied man, 
BOQUtltomed to hard work all hia life, and 
would bo a formidable anti<gonist, but tho 
Chinaman of whom he said ho was scared 
was a pusillanimous little fellow, who could 
bo knocked over with snaroely any elTort. 
The prisoner might easIlKhnye .^closed with' 



tho Chinaman and taken the' sticks away 
from him if necessary. He maintained that 
a oosB of manslaughter had been clearly 
made out, and called for some meed 
of punishment! whether small or great..waB\ 
for the jndge.'tb deterinine. The 'fact : that 
the deceased was a' Chinaman should make 
no difference. Whether or not we liked 
their presence here,-the Chinamen were 
while resldentin this British country entitled 
to just aa much protection to their lives and 
property as other oitizena reoMve. ' He 
asked the jury to remember thit. there are 
in China to-day a- few thousand of their 
fellow countrymen who are at the abso- 
lute mercy of hundreds of millions of 
Chinamen, and it would lie a terrible thing 
if the Chinoso should get the idea that 
their lives were not protected in thia British 
community and should retaliate on the 
British aubjeots in their territories. 

His Lordship, Mr. Juatico Walkom, in 
summing up tho case iniroducod his 
remarke by imploriug tho jury not 
to disgrace tho jury room by introdu' 
ing into it the acreot arab sayings, " Oh ! 
Chinaman's life ia like a dog'a ! " " What 
is a Chinaman's oath 1 " and other remarks 
of that sort. During thirty years' practice 
in this Province ho had oonatantly hoard 
such oontomptuoua remarks about the oath 
of a Chinaman, an Indian or a Hindoo, It 
was a maxim of British law, however, that 
any form of oath believed to be binding on 
« man's conscience was entitled to respect, 
and ho saw no reason to suppose that tho 
Chinese witnesaea hero were not quite com- 
petent to testify. The fact that it was 
" only a Chiuaman " who had boon killed 
should make no difference, for tlio law ro- 
cognizod no social diatiucliouB, and a Chinu- 
luau was entitled to juat as much protec- 
tion aa any white man, fo'r his life and 
his proporty, oven down to his rags. He 
reviewed tho circumstances leading up to 
the killing, as shown by tho evidence. The 
Chinamen's testimony was probably not all 
correct, but who, seeing an occurrence like 
this, would notice or remember all or many 
of tho details. Their evidence, however, 
waa not so very material, for tho prisoner 
in his statemont said that ho did striko tho 
blow, und tho man ho struck ia dead. Tho 
young felloiv gave his evidence very frankly, 
and ho deserved credit for it. Ho had toltl 
that the Chinaman had come up with two 
edgings niuoh lighter than tho one in court, 
and they must have been of the lathy 
character, and therefore not formidable 
weapons. He plainly did not go up on the 
pile to take the life of the prisoner, other- 
wise he would have seized one heavy stick 
instead of two small ones. If the prisoner 
had been then struck by the Chinaman, 
even lightly, he would have asked for an 
acquittal, 'but under the circumstances 
stated he asked tho jury to treat the case as 
they thought would be just. The prisoner 
had given a blow which was unwarranted 
and ahould the jury find that manslaughter 
had thus been committed, the responsibility 
for the pnuishmont would then bo with tho 
judge. Should they, on tho other hand, 
liod tho prisoner not guilty, it would bo 
his pleasure to grant an acquittal, 

Tho jury retired at 12:40, but before go- 
ing out one of tho jurora aaked a queation as 
to which chute tho witness Sing Wee was 
standing at. His Lordship answered that 
that had not been made quite clear, and tho 
jury would have to put the best interpreta- 
tion they could on what had been stated. 

Hon. Mr. Davie announced that at the 
conclusion of this case he would ask for an 
adjournment of the oourt until the 6ch of 
December. The Stroebel murder trial will 
then betaken up. 

Tho jury camo into court at .3 10 to nsk 
for a copy of the prisoner's statement. His 
Lordship said there waa no authorized copy, 
but read over to them the very complete 
notes he had himself tuken, which aeemed 
satisfactory, and they again retired to their 
room. At 4.15, no verdict having been ar- 
rived at, the oourt was adjourned for an 
hour. At 6.16 the jury were called in, and 
tho foreman announced that they had not 
yet agreed. One of the jurors then asked if 
they might have read over to them tho doc- 
trine of self-defence as previously read by 
prisoner's counsel and by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral. 

His Lordship said it was no doubt the 
quoted principle of "repelling force by 
force" of which the explanation was desired 
and thia ho would readily give, as it wa< 
from the judge that the jury were to taki 
their law. Ho proceeded to make it clear 
that a man is justified in using suflicicnt 
forco for hia own safety and no more — that 
thu forco of a child, for instance, should not 
bo repelled by the force of a man. They 
would have to consider in this caao whether 
or not undue force was used. Ho expressed 
the hope that they would not fail to arrive 
■ut a verdict, and thus put tho Crown — that 
is, the public — to the exp'inse and trouble of 
u new trial. The caao seemed to hia nund 
very clear and siinplo. He had not e.x- 
preBsed hia whole mind upon it, because ho 
did not wiah to take from them the rccpon- 
sihility which they should bear,but ho hoped 
they would not do anything which would 
briug into disfavor tbe system by which the 
jury was made tho representative of 
aocioty, to stand between tho aocuaod ond 
tho Crown. Tho responsibility lay with 
him to determine, if the prisoner were 
found guilty, whether the punishmeut 
awarded should bo a month or a year or any 
other period. In conclusion, he urged that 
they should try the ease just as if it had 
been a white laborer who was killed. As 
he thought a verdict ought to be reached 
very soon, ho would give them until six 
o'clock before adjourning the court. 

At six o'clock the jury were asked, in 
their room, whether they were about to 
agree, nnd upon their answering in the 
negative His Lordship adjourned tho court 
until eight o'clock, intimating that if there 
were no verdict then ho might have to lock 
thom up for tho night. 

At 8 o'clock the court again met. The 
jury having entered, tho foreman an- 
nounced that they had not agreed, and 
that there was very little chance of agree- 
nient. 

His Lordship expressed disappointment 
at tliia intitiiation. Ho felt unwilling, he 
said, to put tho public to tho oxpeiiso of an- 
other trial, witlioul any reasonaljlc cauai;, 
Tlic cape appeared to him to be a ainipio 
one. He noticed that ho had been inad- 
vertently mihreporled aa saying that ho 
would " havo " to ho satihtii d with u 
particular verdict. The inipreaairm ho 
wished to convey was that tho responsibility 
of the verdict was solely with the jury, 
und that, having loft tho matter as he luul 
entirely to their discretion, without direc- 
tion either way, he was bound to bo aatid- 
ficd with any decision at which thoy con- 
aciontioualy arrived. His whole endeavor 
lad been to make their minda clear aa to 
what value might properly be attached to 
tho evidence. If they did not care to ac- 
cept the Chinese statements, then they 
could base a verdict upon the man's own 
testimony. Ho would ask them to retire 
for twenty minutes, in which time he 
thought they ought to reach a oouolusian. If 
there were extenuating oiroamstances, they 
ought to leave them to be considered by tho 
judge. If tho case wore the oonverao of the 
present — if tho poor young follow in the 
dock were in his grave and the Cliinamau 
were here on trial — he did not think the 
jury would bo out five minutca. 

The jury again retired aa directed. At 
8:40 they were called into court, and the

foreman announced that thoy were no 
nearer a unaniiiinus conclusion than before, 

liia Lordship aiiid that they having been 
out nearly einht houra without result, it 
would probably hu useless to lock them up 
for tho night. He did not wish to make tho 
maltnr a physicRl test, in which tho weaker 
members would bo compelled to yield to the 
stronger, so ho would discharge them. Of 
course there would have to bo a now trial, 
with tho whole proceedings gone over again. 
He left it to tho Attorney. General to say 
when that trial should bo. 

Tho court then adjourned till 10 a.m. on 
the O h of December, whou the Stroebel 
murder case will bo tuken up, 

Tho sentenoo of three months' imprison- 
ment imposed, on the first day of tho assizes, 
on George Ellery, for unlawfully havine in 
his possession and cruelly killing Mr. Bos- 
cowitz' valuable retriever, and which sen- 
tence was, on application of counsel for the 
accused, not then recorded ponding evi- 
dence as to the state of bis health, was yes- 
terday reduced by Mr. Justice Walkem to 
one month. His Lordship stated that he 
had boon influenced by the interposition of 
tho Attorney-General on the prisoner's be- 
half, and also by the pleadings of tho man's 
friends. Ho adhered to all he had said in 
tho firat instance as to the punishment 
which such cruel conduct deserved.

Professor Joanna Baker, the Iowa lin- 
qiiist, avoided the fate of average prod- 
igies who blossom early and die short- 
ly after. The iirinio of life found her 
«stabli8hed in a useful career as in- 
stmctor in Greek languages, literature 
and philosophy at Simpson college, In- 
dianola. 

All the arguments against early drill 
in languages vrcro upset in her experi- 
ence and the result seems to indicate 
Tthat the German method of putting

children at Latin and Greek is not so 
cruel after all. The sight of troops of 
boys of 10 and 13 in the common schools 
of Gennany, poring over Greek and 
Latin grammars with Kpectacles on, 
brings an ache to the eyes of most 
Americans, especially since some fa- 
mons educators oast out the classics aa 
unessential, and if ancient languages are 
to bo left wholly to .specialists it is a 
satisfaction to know that the jmrsuit 
does not'involvo sure luavtyrdom. 

Iktiss Baker's parents taught her 
•Greek and Latin conjugations for 
amusement as soon as she coukl speak 
clearly. The rhythm was aa attractive 
to baby lips as that of Mother Goose, 
and she learned them as thoroughly na 
children do nursery rhymes. In her 
fourth year she studied Greek, Latin 
and Fiendi systematically, a short 
ftsson each day. Even then she had 
amplo time for the amusements suited 
to her age, and before she was 8 years 
■old she had finished all the primary 
books in those languages and finished 
theni thoroughly. Her father and 
mother both know the tasks they set 
the child and were able to guide her, for 
they wore teachers of experience. Be- 
sides the conning of textbooks the 
young miss read in Xenophon, Homer, 
Caesar, Virgil and the fables in French. 
At 12 years of age she had added some- 
thing of Herodotus, Demosthenes, Sal- 
lust and Cicero iind then took up math- 
ematics. At I t she had read ffidipus Ty- 
ranuuB in Greek and made a lexicon of it 
•with critical notes on the text. At 
the age when most boys enter college 
Miss Baker had read all the Greek and 
Latin of a college course, and while 
yet in her teens was appointed tutor in 
Greek at Simpson college. About that 
time she began the study of music and 
German and also published an original 
literal translation of "Plato's Apol- 
ogy, ' ' which was a credit to scholar- 
ship. In 1883, at the age of 20, she 
graduated at Cornell college, with a 
degree. After one year within its 
•walks, having already passed some 
years at Algona college and at Simpson 
as a student. Four years later she en- 
tered Do Pauw university and was grad- 
uated with the degree of A. M. after 
■two years' study, and was elected in- 
structor of Greek and Latin in that in- 
stitution. After filling the position 
one year she returned to Simiison col- 
lego and took the chair of Greek, which 
her father had held during her early 
childhood. 

It is a pleasure to add to this remark- 
able story tho fact that its heroine was 
not compelled to sacrifice all that makes 
life worth living in order to beconio a 
great linguist. Her musical abilities 
were cultivated to a high degree, fam- 
ily and soci;il ties were kept warm, 
and tho outside world as well as lier 
college associates know that tho wom- 
an's soul was not starving tho while her 
head pushed eagerly on to the conquest 
-of ancient and mediroval lore.

WOMAN'S WORLD IN PARAGRAPHa 

Women and Ileus — I*rolit Vi^r AVomen In a 
Good nii!ilness Ilvn. 

Early in tho month of October our 
market man told us that eggS had al- 
ready risen in prieo so that we could 
only get 1 1 for 2i5 cents. They will prob- 
ably 1)0 no cheaper than that in New 
York before next spring, when warm 
weather comes. The fashionable white 
Leghorn eggs are even higher. They 
bring fairly dizzy prices all tho year 
uround. During the Christmas holidays 
tho prico will go up still more, until 
at times eggs will bo 8 and i cents 
apiece — that, too, not tho fancy fresh 
laid, but just the output of tho plain, 
common hen. At times it will bu impos- 
sible at some of our groceries to got tliom 
at all. The demand for eggs for tablo 
use rapidly increases. Thoro seems a 
disposition among civilized people to 
use less meat and more eggs and milk. 
If I were a woman out of employment, 
1 should select some spot near a good 
market and go very cautiously into tho 
egg business. Any woman can learn 
it will) has patience and pluck enough 
to earn lier living at anything else. For 
egg production I should select tho rose 
coml) Brown Leghorn fowls. At that 
calling they beat all other hens. For 
broilers and egg laying l)ot!i I should 
got tho handsome Plymouth Rocks, 
Then tho Light Brahmas aro excellent 
winter layers and make heavy birds 
for roasting. With these three breeds 
tho ])onltry woman would bo ecjuipped. 
If onlj- ono kind could bo kept, then 
it should bo tho rose comb Drown 
Leghorn for egg production, sinco 
eggs are the article that is scarcest 
all tho cool and cold weather. A 
warm henhouse is wanted for the win- 
ter. Tho poultry liooks and Ik.'u pa- 
pers will give !-;n iiiiicli iiil'Dniiation 
that even an amateur can Miccrcd Vi-ho 
has common business ability. Of coorso 
there will he many discouragements, 
and thrco women out of four will give 
up beforo succt ss come.-!. But to tho 
fourth woman who hnlds on. sncci'sa 
is sure and an independent, healthful 
occupation, with a happy homo. The 
^vitio thing for tlio hen woman to do is 
to find ])rivato customers, such iis hotel 
and restaurant keepers, for lu r wares. 
A very little capital is required, and 
two ladies might go in together on the 
co-operativo plan. 

Hero is ono of the indignities and in- 
sults that women must put up with bo- 
causo they caimot vote : A woman 
teacher may give all the best years of 
her lifo to tho public school at tho small 
salary that atlords a plain living. She 
may bo more capable than slio over 
was in her work, but as soon as sho 
reaches the age of 50, perhaps before, 
tho masculine board of education sneer- 
ingly observes that it wants "fresh 
blood and youth in tho women teach- 
ers. ' ' Sho must stop down and out into 
tho world to begin all over again or be 
dependent on some grudging relative 
for her living. Perhaps somo of tho 
very men who turn her into tho street 
went to school to her and owe to her 
teaching all the littlo intelligence they 
over had or will have — it matters not. 
It matters not either that 50, "the 
youth of age, " is the time when tho hu- 
jnsiu being who has lived right is ju.st 
coining into tho fiower of his lifo intel- 
lectually and is more capable than ho 
ever was before. Nothing of this 
counts. Out the crushed, insulted 
woman must go. The thoroughly mean 
and fiendishly low down part of tho 
thing is that a man school principal or 
teacher of tho same age is never dis- 
charged. I know at this monuut a 
board of education that systeniiitii ..lly 
weeds out tho lady teachers appr(>::i h- 
ing middle age, when at the saiiie tijiu' 
year after year it keeps in olliee a 
cranky old male principal who is now 
75 yea^ old. Women teachers, you 
have no vote. You have no voice in 
tho selection of these men who thus 
barbarously dispose of you. This and 
this only is the reason why you are 
turned out. 

Long public documents and reports 
must be indexed, and much depends on 
tho knowledge luid skill of tho indexer. 
It is gratifying to read that tho leading 
indexer in all (.Treat" 'Britain is a young 
lady. Miss Nancy Bailey. Sho i.s now 
employed in milking out tho index to 
tho parliamentary debates published 
ollicially in llansiird's (juido. Tho im- 
portance of tho place the young lady 
holds may be judged from tho fact that 
W, T. Stead wrote to her as follows : 
"I would prefer to index Hansard rath- 
er than have a seat in the house of com- 
mons. ' '

To obtain this ])erl'cct pe- 
euiuary iiidcprndenco for herself should 
bo tho ta.sk to wliich every woman 
nhould now set herself. 

A demand for trained library a.ssist- 
uiits has arisen, and tho day is nearly 
over of tho gum che\ving, impudent 
girl who refuses to wait on you when 
you know the books you want aro in 
and who only cares to earn a few dol- 
lars a week till sho gels money enough 
together to buy her wedding giirnients. 
At Droxel institute, Philadelphiu, a li- 
brary class has been established, wliicli 
will henceforth train young women to 
bo real librarians, polite and intelli- 
gent.'

AWAITING .WAR^' SHIPS. 



British UolnmWa a Bettey^ Conntry 
anfl FolkH Hera Warned 
AgaiDst Uigratingr. 



There was a good attendai^ce at tho 
James Bay Methodist schoolroom last even- 
ing to hear Mr. Jos. Poirson'a "talk" on 
" Life in South Africa." Rev. E. Robson, 
poster of the church, occupied tho chair, 
and after singing and the Lord's Prayer 
introduced the spealcer, who first referred 
to the early exploration of the coast of 
Africa, describing tho boautiful scenery 
witnessed. The speaker had resided for 
years in Natal, where ho operated in farm- 
ing and stock-raising. Farming in Natal 
is a rather uncertain occupation, where irri- 
gation cannot be secured, except aa regards 
tho growth of maize, which does well. Tho 
climate is fairly good, and gonerally health- 
ful after the inconveniouoo of the local fever 
has been pDssed and the settler becomes 
" salted" or acclimatized. 

In some districts tho native tribes have 
been crowded to the wall by white colon, 
ista. Tins is espeoially true of tho Bush- 
men and Hottentots, thu former of whom 
are about the meanest specimens of the 
native races, and the latter among the beat. 
South Africa is a group of colonies dilleriug 
largely. From five acres in tho diamond 
fields $350,000,000 worth have been taken. 
South Africa should bo called the " ladiea' 
country" on account of the gold, diamonds 
and'ostriofa feathers produced there,, of all 
which the ladies are very fond. 

The labor market is well supplied, and 
the Hottentots and Zulus are fairly good 
workers if treated kindly And the employers 
fulfil their promises to them. One pound por 
month ia ab jut tho maximum wage for native 
laborers, boys, or beginners, receiving three 
to four ehillioga and working up. It coats 
about £1 per month additional to proviaion 
the laborer, making tho total cost, say $10 
per month. In the mining regions wages 
are much higher, and so are provisions, 
butter, for inotauce, fetching per pound. 
But oven there the labor market ia supplied. 
Though, in instances, carpenters may re- 
ceive §1, or even f.j, per day, there are not 
many of them rcijuired, aa the houses ore 
generoUy of a very iuexpcnaivo, and indeed 
primitive atylo. During the six years the 
apeaker had resided in Natal, he had not 
used liie for tho sake of warming more than 
half a dozen timoa. Snow ia scarcely ever 
seen, and he had known to bo organized 
to go many miles to tho nearest mountain, 
after a snowfall, to have the rare pleosurc 
of a game of snow-balling. Tho clothing ot 
Zulu laborers ia very simple. A long aack 
inverted, with a hole in the bottom for the 
neck and a alit in each side for tho arma, 
m^ikes a capital suit. Tho dreaaea of 
females in the towns is simple and rather 
neat, but in the rural districts it is al- 
moat, if not quite, nature unadorned. 
In a native houee, shaped like a round bee- 
hive with a low small door thirty men will 
sleep in a circle, all tho feet around the 
centre pole. The introductijn of European 
drink and other vile customs bus done much 
to degrade Bad destroy tbe aborigines. At 
first settlers could implicitly trust tho hon- 
esty of the natives; not so now. They can 
lie and steal like other folks. Tho speaker 
gave an amusing description of u. native 
smoking party. The people are hospitable; 
the chief man drinking first and then pusa- 
ing around the calabash. They make good 
servants in the kitchen. The Kaffirs wash 
the clothes in streams boating them on 
atones and mangle thetn by treading them 
under their feet. 

The Zulus are powerful ond Ijrave war- 
riors as was illustrated in the terrible dia- 
aater at laandulah aud Roorke'a Drift when 
the English troops, and among them the 
Prince imperial of France, wore cut off by 
Cetywayo'a soldiers. With the brother of 
that king Dabulamanza, the speaker be- 
came acquainted, after tlio war was over, 
and an interesting anecloto was related of 
him and his people, showing tho gratitude 
of these nativea when kiudneaa ia shown 
them. Tho tragical eventa of the war were 
referred to and criticisms made upon tho 
colonial policy of tbe Government of that 
day, which had inflicted great injustice 
upon Sir Bartle Frere,«the Britiah Commis- 
sioner, and Lord Chelmsford, oommauder of 
the forces, who would have brought the 
war to an end much sooner had he been 
left untrammeled. The period after the 
war was one of great gain to those 
farmers who could furnish oxen and waf; 
gona for Government service, as much \\;> 
ilOO per n onth being paid to one iu- 
dividuil. The ttlcgraph countcting with 
England and good coloiiial roads also soon 
followed. The speaker then briefly re- 
ferred t-j tho lioer war, and condemned the 
surrender of the Transvaal under the then 
e.xiaiing oiroumalanccs. 

During the course of tho lecture occa- 
sion was taken to warn liritisli Colunibiaus 
from embarking upon soheinea of emigra- 
tion to South Africa. British Columbia, 
he said, is a good country to live 
in, and tho money spent in going 
to Africa would tide one over any period 
of deprefsion here. It would bo an un- 
pleasant thing to bo dumped upon tho coast 
of Africa without money or friends or em- 
ployment. The apeaker had received a 
letter only ten days ago advising him that 
there were many there now unable to secure 
work. There was conaiderable sentiment 
about tbe way in which people in England 
invested their money io African pnterprisea. 

The address was listened to with oloau at- 
tention, and the speaker resumed his seat 
umid general applause. A hearty vote of 
thanks was awarded, upon motion of Mr. 
Geo. Powell, and the meeting closed with 
tho singing of the National Anthem, the 
('hairman thanUiiig tho audioneo for their 
presence, and intimating that a cour.4o of 
monthly lectures had boon determined upon 
for tho winter aea.son, tho ue.Kt to take 
place in Docendjer.

Brazilian Government Will Wage 
Active Warfare Wlien Their 
Jfleet Arrives. 

Uello Steadily Gaining: Sympatliy 
Willie Peixoto la Losiuff Ad- 
herents Daily. 



Rio dk Janeuio, Nov. 28. — The Brazilian 
Minister of Foreign AlFaira saya tho Govern- 
ment ia still strong and only awaits the 
arrival of its newly-purchased warships 
from New i''ork to begin active aggressive 
work npon the insurgents. It ia reported 
that a cruiser and a torpedo boat, purchased 
in Europe for Fdxeto, havo arrived from 
England ac the port of Bahia, capital of the 
state of the same name. On Monday a 
small party of insurgenta landed near 
Armaoo. They were opposed by a party of 
Government troops, and in an engagement 
two oUicera and thirty men wore killed, 
while five wore wounded. During tho past 
week over 200 troops were killed on tho 
Niothcroy aide by tho artillery fire of the 
iuBurgents. Up to tho present the insur- 
genta seem to ba gaining. Tho English Hag 
id constantly fired upon from shore. The 
senior oilioer of tho lleut reports that yester- 
day one of the Government batteries shelled 
a launch displaying a white ensign and con- 
taining a commissioned oliicer and erew. 
Tho British Comniiuaioner sent a protest to 
the Brazilian Government. 

Montevideo, Nov. 28. — A correspondent 
at Rio interviewed the Brazilian Foreign 
Minister November 26. The Minister said 
the Government waa still strong, and only 
awaited the arrival of the newly purobaaed 
warehipa to begin active work on the in- 
suigents. It is reported that a Cruiser and 
torpedo boat pnrohased in Europe for 
Peixoto have arrived from England at the 
port of Babia. 

St. TuoMAS, W.I , Nov. 28.— The Nic 
theroy orrived here on Monday morning. 
There was considerable practice during tho 
voyage in tho handling of tho dynamite 
gun ; dummy shells were uaod. This prac- 
tice has been continued in tho harbor here. 
The Nictheroy baa taken on board a very 
largo supply of coal at this port. Her 
officers say sho has enough to meet her 
own needs and to supply any of tho ahips 
of the Brazilian fleet yet to arrive from 
New York. 

New Yohk, Nov. 28. — The steamer Mas- 
kelyne, from Rio Janeiro November 5, re- 
ports that u strong tide of public sentiment 
bus set against President Peixoto, who ia 
daily becoming moro dictatorial, and Mollo 
ia gaining sympathy steadily. A powder 
magazine belonging to Mollo was struck by 
a shot from one of tbe forts, causing a ter- 
rific explosion. Lieut. Mobray ond Lieut. 
Tupper of tho British warships, and ten 
others of their party were out hunting, and, 
passing the magazine at the time, wore 
killed. The loss of the powder ia said not 
to have crippled Mello, who claims to have 
ammunition to last two years. Boynton, 
the American who attempted to eink ono of 
Mello's vessels, was arrested and taken on 
board the cruiser Charleston, where he is 
held a prisoner, 

London, Nov. 28 —The Times bos re- 
eelved from trustworthy aourcea in Per- 
nambuco a telegram aaying that Para re- 
volted yesterday against tbe government. 
Tho ships and the artillery on shore jqined 
the insurgents. Rebellion now exists in the 
northern, southern and intermediate pro- 
vinces. The dispatch also says it is believed 
the government is seriously crippled finan- 
cially. 

TO IvILL THI<: KAISEE. 

Infernal Machines Sent from Orleans to Km- 
peror Wlllliim and Uhaiicellor Caprlvl. 

Berlin, Nov. 29. — Infernal machines 
have been sent to both the Kaiser and Chan- 
cellor. That sent to the Emperor consisted 
of a wooden box, such aa ia used for domin- 
oes, at one end of which, near the bottom, 
was fixed a brass case charged with nitro- 
glycerine and so arranged as to be fired by 
un ordinary percussion cap when the box 
ahnuld bo opened. The remaining space in 
tho box was filled with loose gunpowder. 
Anarchist placards have recently been 
posted in Orleans, the authors of which are 
believed to Include a number of German 
socialists, who are regarded as the probable 
beudcra of the box received by the Emperor 
and tho Chancellor. 

Tho infernal machines were undoubtedly 
sent from Orleana, France, and all tbe facta 
havo been given to tho French embassy 
hero. Tho ambissador promised to assist in 
tracing the person who sent tbe package.

Speculation Strong for tho Greater Part of tho 
Day— Money Continues Easy— Mar- 
ket Glosed Steady. 

New Yoniv, Nov. 29. — Higher prices for 
American eecuritiea in London, brought 
about by the favorable October atatcments 
of the St. Puul and liurlington it Quincy 
companies, led to a very atrong opening of 
the atock nmrket here thia morning. Us- 
fore the "ahorta" had mado much headway, 
however. Sugar broko from 85 to S2J, und 
thia induced tho "bears" to make raids on 
other atoeka. Pi ices yielded .| to IJ per 
cent., Distillers, General Eleoirie and Chi- 
cago Gas leading. It waa noticeable that, 
despite the efforts to break the market, 
very little long atock caino out. On tho 
contrary, the *' bulls " were conlidont, aud 
put in buying orders in suilieiont amounts 
to turn the list upward again. They were 
influencj^d by the abseaoo of pressure to 
sell for outside account, aa well as by tho 
continued ease in money, the latter has lod 
to a demand for investment purposes of no 
mean proportions, and this has oncouruged 
the " bulla " iu various epoculativo stocks to 
stand by their favorites. In tho upward 
movement that followed Chicsgo Gua was 
tho special card. Under free purchase by 
prominent houses, the stock advanced from 
(50 to 08, and the rest was accompanied by 
riimnra that tho directors had decided to 
pay their next dividends in caah instead of 
atock, and although denials were plentiful 
a number of traders fought the atock for a 
turn. Weatern Union, under manipulation 
by .S. v. While, advanced from S)0.} 
to 91i, and tho " ahorta " covered freely.
